', painful fulfillment. For the slave labor seized 
and transported from occupied nations, Gen- 
eral Elsenhowet'a lummons brings tho pros- 
.-1 pect of suffering and dcaUi-to many. But 
suffering and death arc not new to these un- 
happy victims of war. 
.Now the.se sacrifices will be (or the sake 
of an open blow, If not a strong one. Before. 
" their weapons were the slowdown and sabo- 
tage. Now liberation is at Icnsl close enough 
for them to rise up. and to harn.ss and divert 
the gestapo. After nil, there arc an estimated 
11 million foreign workers In Germany. Their 
very number, and the .scores they have to 
settle, must strike fear to many nazl hearts. 

The general'.^ other proclamation offers 
' freedom to a nation of apparently willing 
slaves. It Is a severe document, as It should 
be. It offers stern Justice and swift action 
against any Intrlngements of military regu- 
lations. It demands discipline and prompt 
obedience. 

■ It remains to be seen whether the occupa- 
tion will invite spying and sabotage, and 
whether the enforcement of this proclama- 
tion will effectively prevent It. After all. we 
are not Uberatlnjt France now, but conquer- 
ing Germany. However, the Germans arc nqt 
the French. 

A guess, based on past performance and 
mods far from the scene, Is that there will 
be no such resistance from the German pop- 
ulation' as tbq. nazl^.«ncpuntered In the oc- 
cupied lands. 'If the ordinary German had a 
fierce will to defend his way of life under 
■Hitler, the Elsenhower proclamation would 
only make him more cautiously determined. 
But It Is doubtful that the fuehrer's way of 
life looks as Inviting as It did even a year ago. 
So It may be that these rules of military 
- occupation will turn out to be less a defensive 
■ .weapon than a psychological one. Strict reg- 
-ulatlons, hard discipline, swift punishment, 
these are things that the acquiescent Ger- 
mans have been used to. 
■ Only this time their dictated behavior Is a 
; preliminary to responsible self-government— 
a circumscribed, carefully watched govern- 
ment, but their responsibility nevertheless. 
The days of disastrous paternalism are end- 
ing.
